Dr. W ashington Gladden believes that 
the railroads should be regulated by the 
state, and he declares that the darkest 
page in American history is that record­ 
ing the attempts of railway managers to 
co nupt courts and legislatures. 
Followirg this doleful view of the sit­ 
uation as regards railways and the peo­ 
ple, another distinguished minister ba8 
preached a sermon upon the vicious 
influence of 'what he called corporate 
morality. “Corporations were 'soulless* 
End dealt with individuals m a fashion 
quite unrestrained by moral obligations; 
individuals in their turn would swindle 
a corporation where they would not 
wrong other individuals; and thus the 
whole tone of society was lowered. On 
such grounds it was argued that corpor­ 
ations had been inimical to the highest 
and best life of the country.” 
Dr. Gladden and the divine from whom 
the foregoing quotation is is made, takes 
too datk a view of the situation. The 
world is not [growing worse year after 
year, neither are corporations more soul­ 
less now than they were fifty years ago. 
They are stronger, to be \ eure,|have a 
greater grasp and wider influence, but 
their spirit and purposes have not bee n 
materially changed. The people will al~ 
ways have more or less trouble with great 
corporations. 
Some of them are as 
ruthless a9 individuals, and always bear 
down on the people for selfish put” 
poses; and yet, with but very few excep­ 
tions, Dr. Gladden will confess that cor­ 
porate greed in America is not very much 
different than the corporate action in 
other countries. 
The dootor takes a 
somewhat one-sided view of the effect 
of corporate influence. 
He sees all 
the harm they do, and dees not mention 
the enormous good they have done. 
With Dr. Gladden’s gloomy view of 
things, and with the dark picture drawn 
by the minister from whose sermon tbe 
Gazette makes a quotation, it is well to 
put tbe facts before the people as given 
by one who is more conservative aud 
more practical: 
Yet when one realizes what enormous 
and beneficient changes have been ef­ 
fected by corporate adion, Low the 
whole world has been recreated under 
the influence of that megio wand, how 
human labor has been economized,h u ­ 
man suffering 
alleviated, human life 
prolonged, bmg wealth has been multi­ 
plied and its fruits brought within reach 
of 
all, 
so 
that 
the poorest may 
now 
enjoy 
much that 
web be­ 
yond the reach of princes and million­ 
aires,-or of any except them, bnt a few 
years ago, he is tempted to ask whether 
tbe blind Samson, straining against the 
pillars of the temple, 
may not be 
crushed rn its fall and buried in its ruins. 
Regulation is not destination. Limita­ 
tion 
and 
proper 
restriction 
are 
not 
blind 
and 
sweeping prohibi­ 
tion. 
There 
is 
more 
passion 
than reason in much of the extravagant 
outcries against corporations as enemies 
of the public welfare. Like fire, they 
are good servants but bad masters. The 
business of advancing civilization is cot 
to pot out all the fires, but only to put 
and keep the servant in its place. 
Some of .the greatest blessings the[peo- 
ple of United States can enjoy spring 
from corporations— from railway oopor- 
ations at that. It is altogether through 
tbe building of railways that farmers 
prosper in the new states and terrenes. 
Without tbe roads, the lands * would be 
practically useless. Without the rail­ 
ways there would not be and coaid not 
be that advancing civilization which is 
the glory of this country. There may be 
some injustice in local freights and pas­ 
senger faies, but on the whole there is 
something sublime in tie result cf cor­ 
porate action. 
It may be suggested that if railways 
corrupt courts and legislature—and 
must be admitted that they have too 
much power in both—this corruption 
goes en with the assent of the people, for 
courts and legislatures are completely in 
the hands of tbe people.

train 
coming we$t crashed into a special train 
occupied by railroad officers on a tour ot 
inspection. 
The causa of tho wreck L 
said to have been conflicting telegrams. 
The one received by Conductor Flannagan 
of the accommodation ordered him to pass 
the special At Petroleum, while the special 
train, engineered by Capt. Cephus Row­ 
land, is said to have had telegraphic 
orders to pass the accommodation at Sil­ 
ver Run. 
The result of these miscon­ 
structions was to hurl into eternity four 
men at least, and to wound fifteen of 
twenty others. 
The trains came together with a crash 
at the curve east of Petroleum and between 
that point and Silver Run. 
Both trains 
were running at a rapid speed and where 
they collided the special train and tho en* 
gine, tender and baggage car of the accom­ 
modation wont over the cliff in one incon­ 
ceivable mass. 
James Layman, engineer 
of tho accommodation, one of the oldest 
engineers in the employ of the Baltimore 
& Ohio road, 
was crushed to death. 
Alexander 
Bailey, 
fireman 
for 
Layman on tho 
accommodation, 
was 
also 
crushed In 
the wreck of the 
engines. 
Cephus Rowland, also one of 
the old engineers of this city, lately of 
Grafton, was caught under the wreck and 
had one leg broken end received internal 
injuries from which he can not recover. 
John Fletcher, fireman of the special, was 
killed. 
Fletcher stuck to his engine and 
with his helpmate preferred death to de­ 
sertion of his post and went over the bank 
in the wreck. 
He was cut aud crushed to 
death. 
The special car occupied by offi­ 
cials on an inspection tour was smashed 
Into smithereens. 
Road Master J. 
A. 
Hunter was fatally injured, together with 
Several others. 
George Douglass, in the 
same car, was also badly hurt. 
In tho accommodation train wore many 
passengers, all of wh6m received a terrible 
shaking up arid fifteen or twenty of whom 
fcere more or less injured. 
R. J. Hailey, 
track master of Parkersburg and a mem­ 
ber of tho city council, was badly injured, 
jefferson Rose, baggagemaster of the ac­ 
commodation, was also seriously hurt. 
Many of the wounded passengers were 
hurried off on trains going east or west, 
and in the confusion following the'disas- 
ter it was impossible to get their names. 
The bodies of "Layman, 
Bailey,’ and 
Fletcher were taken to Parkersburg on the 
evening train, where they were incased in 
coffins and sent to their homos. 
Layman 
was sent to his nome on Depot street. 
RoVland was taken to Grafton. 
When the train bearing the bodies ar­ 
rived in Parkersburg it was surrounded 
by thousands of people, many of whom 
had friends they believed to have been on 
the wrecked trains.

Significant C hanges N oticed D uring the 
Past Week. 
N ew Y ork, Aug. 24.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
“ Tho monetary pressure, of which so 
many warnings have been given, 
has 
operated this week to modify an improve­ 
ment in general trade duo to excellent 
crop prospects. 
Speculation of various 
sorts had previously withdrawn tod much 
money from the support of legitimate 
business and productive industry, aqd the 
tendency of apprehension as to tho future 
has been to cut down time leans still far­ 
ther, w hile many of the leaders have pre­ 
ferred to place their money on call with 
readily negotiable collaterals. 
Tho result 
has tended for months tq cause a faulty 
distribution of tho monetary supply. 
“ The suspension of im portant mills re ­ 
sults in greater caution as to loans and a 
quick arrest of purchases of materials for 
wool and cotton manufactures. 
Thus at 
Boston the wool m arket has been com­ 
pletely unsettled again. 
“ At Philadelphia tho money m arket is 
tight. 
A t Boston tho banks supply eus- 
S 
pmers, but discriminate closely. Hero the 
iemand for commercial papor is light. 
“ The money m arkets of the interior 
cities are far better supplied; at Chicago 
by liberal receipts from tho country, and 
at most other points because tho demand 
has as yet been only moderate, but some 
closeness is notod a t St. Paul with slow 
collections. 
From all quarters improve 
ment in business is reported, 
with the 
prospects for fall trade consequent upon 
largo crops. 
At Chicago tho actual tran ^ 
actions are about equftl to last year’s in 
clothing, a little largor in boots and shoos, 1 
and 18 per cent larger in dry goods. 
The 
grocery trade improves at most points, 
excepting as to sugar, for which tho de­ 
mand bas I een much affector by tho opera­ 
tions of the trust. 
Coffee is in better de­ 
mand, and the serious in j ury to tho eastern 
potato crop by wet weather has caused a 
sharp advance. 
Butter and eggs are also 
higher, 
and cotton 3-16 for spool, not­ 
withstanding a decline of J in print cloths. 
“ Tho splendid crop prospects begin to 
have their legitimate effect upon prices of 
breadstuffs and provisions. 
Hogs have 
declined 20 cents per IOO pounds, lard 12 
cents, and pork 50 cents per barrel, oats 
and corn half a cent each, and wheat has 
declined IJ cent. 
Tho speculative move­ 
m ent in wheat has been defeated by liberal 
receipts from tho farms, 
and when the 
farmers m arket freely early in tho season 
the prospect for fall trado is excellent, 
and monetary pressure is not usually of 
long duration. Tho iron and steel business 
appears still more encouraging. 
“ Secretary W indoors confidence that 
bonds would bo offered freely in case of an 
advance in tho rates tor money appears to 
have been justified thus far, tho offerings 
and purchases this week having boon quito 
liberal. 
“ The business failures number 20G, as 
compared with a total of 213 last week 
and 201 tho week previous. 
For tho cor 
responding week of last year tho figures 
wore 214. 


A T R O T TIN G W O N D ER . 


The Colt, A xtell, T rots a M ilo In 2:14 at 
W ashington Park. 
Cud Ado, Aug. 24.—Next to Wednesday 
Friday was the most successful day of tho 
breeders’ meeting at Washington park. 
Not far from 5, (JOO peoplo were present 
and 
they wero 
certainly repaid 
for 
their presence because they witnessed two 
performances that will always stand out 
boldly among tho notable trotting achieve­ 
ments of tho present year. 
Two colts of 
C .W .’Williams of Independence, Iowa, fu r­ 
nished tho sensations Of tho day. 
One of 
thorn, Axtell, trotted a mile against his 
own record of 2:14}, and cut it down to 
2:14. 
The other colt, 
Allerton, 
trotted 
tho third heat of a ra c e in 2:18$. 
Both 
were records that havo never been ap ­ 
proached by trotters of their age under 
liko conditions to thoso under which they 
were made, and it is a sure thing that 
both colts havo by no moans reached tho 
limit of their Speed and that greater rec­ 
ords will bo sot to their credit in tho 
future if they remain sound and are 
trained again. 
Axtell’s mile was a grand performance. 
It was the second heat of tho stake for 
stallions, in which his solitary opponent 
was 
Earl 
McGregor. 
Distance 
was 
waivod and Axtell was allowed the as­ 
sistance of a running horso in tho last 
quarter to spur him on to tho lim it of his 
speed. 
When tho word was given Earl 
McGregor was already across tho line. 
Axtell went away at a rate that evoked a 
shout of admiration from tho crowd. 
At 
tho quarter, done in 33 J, he was IOO yards 
in front of Earl McGregor. 
The half was 
reached when the timers’ watches marked 
1:07, and tho three-quarters in 1:47. Here 
a running horse attached to a sulky 
joined him to inspire him to greater 
efforts. 
The great colt came down the 
stretch with admirable speed and steadi­ 
ness. 
In front of the stand he was un­ 
wisely crowded by tho driver of the run­ 
ner, and this, together with tho m ighty 
shout that suddenly went up from the 
excited crowd, rondo tho colt break twen­ 
ty yards from the wire, nnd ho ran over 
tho finishing lino. 
This accident probably 
cost him a fraction of a second, but be 
had wiped out his Cleveland record and 
credited the Chicago track with a record 
so far unapproachod and likely to stand 
for many days to corno. 
Frank Middleton took tho unfinished 
2:21 trot of the previous day in 2:214. 


N ew Y ork, Aug. 
24. — The four con­ 
demned murderers—Patrick 
Packenham, 
Jack Lewis (colored , James Nolan, 
and 
Ferdinand Carolin—were hanged in the 
yard of the Tombs prison this morning. 
Thoro wero two scaffolds and two men 
wero hanged on each. 
Peckenham and 
Nolan wore first executed on tho scaffold 
which had been erected on the Franklin 
street side of the prison. 
The drop fell at 
6:55 o’clock. 
Eight minutes later Lewis 
and Carolin were hanged from the gallows 
near Leonard street. 
Sheriff Flack and Under Sheriff Sexton 
entered tho prison at 6:32 o’clock. 
They 
Were followed by twenty deputy sheriffs. 
A t 6 :40 Carolin and Lewis were removed 
to the boys’ jail, on the Leonard street 
side. Tho last rites of the church were then 
administered. 
At 6:40 two of the con­ 
demned men, 
Packenham 
and Nolan, 
emerged from tho jail. Father Pendergast 
supported Packenham and Father Gelinas 
walked by Nolan’s side. Father Van Ren- 
sollear followed. 
Packenham’s face was 
ghastly pale, but his step was firm. Nolan 
hardly appeared to realize his position. 
Reaching their places under the ropes 
both men turned and grasped the priests 
by the hands. 
In a twinkling tho blad; 
caps were adjusted, and Atkinson rapp 
three times in rapid succession on the si ic 
of the box, wherein a third assistant stood 
with a hatchet. 
The third rap had hardly 
been given when tho bodies of tho m ur­ 
derers were swinging in tho air. 
A t Ithe 
expiration of four minutes a mighty throe 
passed tnrough both of tho suspended met!. 
At 7:10 o’clock both men wero pronounced 
dead, but wero permitted to hang fifteen 
minutes longer. 
While this scene was being enacted 
preparations wero being made for what 
proved to be the most shocking spectacle 
th at has ever teen witnessed within the 
walls of the Tombs prison. 
A t 6:45 the two murderers received 
their last spiritual consolation. 
At 7:02 
Carolin and Lewis, accompanied by the 
priests, came through tho door. 
Lewis 
walked unsteadily for the first dozen 
paces, but quickly recovered himself. 
He 
was smiling and looked fearlessly around 
bim. 
Carolin’s face was pale and the scowl 
upon it almost demo’naical. 
He glared at 
tho priests as ho turned around and felt 
tho rope touch his shoulder. 
Then he 
broke out into blasphemy th at horrified 
the spectators. 
Looking sullenly at tho 
priests tho doomed man suddenly ex­ 
claimed: 
“ I die an innocent m a n ,---------------------; 
I didn’t do this thing.” 
Lewis half-turned his head and said: 
“ W hat’s tho m atter with you, anyway? 
W hy don’t you die like a man?” 
“ I will dio like a m an,” shrieked Caro­ 
lin, his face turning perfectly livid. 
“ I 
will dio like a man—an innocent m an.” 
The words were scarcely out of his mouth 
whon the black cap was clapped over the 
m urderer’s face, the signal was given and 
the weight felt 
Instead of bounding up­ 
ward as Packenham and Nolan had done, 
the wretched mon went into the air with 
such little force that there was scarcely 
any spring at all. 
Lewis immediately bo­ 
gan to struggle in the most sickening 
manner. 
He throw his legs about so vio­ 
lently as to kick off his slippers. 
Then 
he began to gurgle and choke. 
The rasp­ 
ing, wheezy sound came from under the 
cap for fully ten seconds. His body turned 
and swayed, and the contortions were so 
painful that the spectators turned away 
their 
head-. 
The 
man 
was 
slowly 
strangled. 
Caroliu’s body also underwent 
violent < ontortions, 
but he uttered no 
sound. 
Tho weight fell at 7:03 o’clock 
and at 7:10 both men wero dead. 
The four bodies hung for some time aud 
were then cut down and placed in plain 
coffins.

It puts a stop to the corrupt 
practice of “trading ’ votes, by which 
everything like political prmoiple or the 
merits cf candidates, is forgotten, and 
voting becomes nothing but a mere vul­ 
gar matter of barter and sale. It does 
away with the paid “worker” at the polls. 
It reaches all tho great class of evils, pe­ 
culiar to cities, including violence and 
intimidation, dictation by employers, or 
by organizations, and tkoeo other evils 
not confined to cities, but which, at all 
important elections, nourish in villages 
and farming communities everywhere, 
such as fear of ridicule or dislike, or cf 
social or business injary—m short, it de­ 
stroys all coersive influence of every 
kind depending on a knowledge of the 
voter’s political action, and secures a free 
and honest expression of the convictions 
of every citizen who casts a ballot. 
“ To find the honest men,” says M 
Bryce in his recent work on The Ame;. 
can Commonwealth, “and having found 
them, to pat them in office, and keep 
them there, is the great problem of 
American politics.’’ The new law will 
oompel party conventions to see to 
that only able, honest men are nominal, 
ed, if they expect their nominees to re­ 
ceive the support of the people. 
A few words of contemporary testimo­ 
ny as to tho actual working of the system 
will ba of interest.

It would be mach better, however, if 
voting precincts were arranged so that

(The Kentncky law differs 
from the law of this etate in some of its 
details, though

marking the official ballot. 
If a mistake is made in marking Lip 
ballot, he may obtain another in exchange 
from the election officer having charge 
of the ballots.

VOTING ROOM ACCORDING TO LAW. 
t iin more than 400 voters. Tbe Indiana 
law requires that each precinct shall con­ 
tain, es near as practicable, 200 voters* 
and that no diecirct shall contain more 
than 250 voters. In other states tbe 
maximum i umber cf voters rn each pre­ 
cinct has been variously fixed at 300 and 
350, 
Tbe expense for an aditional precinct 
is so slight, and the advantages to be 
derived from having a small number of 
voters in each precinct so great, that in 
every caee the precinct should be so 
formed as to contain not more than 400 
voters. 
The number of marking shelves in 
each votirg room must he not less than 
one for every 50 voters in the precinct. 
Tbe law prohibits officers of election, 
under penalty, from doing any election­ 
eering on election day; it also prohibits 
all persons from soliciting votes from any 
candidate or party, cr for doing any 
electioneering whatever on election day 
within any voting room, or within one 
hundred feet of any voting room. 
Every voter is prohibited from placing 
any mark upon bis ballot by whioh it 
may be afterwards identified as tbe one 
voted by him. 
No voter is allowed to show his ballot 


“ The law was apparently diffcult and 
intricate. It bad been predicted that tbe 
election would end in confusion and dis­ 
order. Tbe chief local newspaper bad 
given tbe project but cold support. 
Yet 
the event confounded all; it was admin­ 
istered with practically uniform ease and 
success by election cffiers who certainly 
did not rise above the average in intel­ 
ligence. I have heard of no caso in 
which a ballot was thrown out in the 
oonnt because of the failure of the voter 
to understand what was required of him. 
“In addition to demonstrating its per­ 
fect practicability, the election tested the 
power of tee law to prevent bribery. 
Other objections that had been urged 
failed wholly to be justified. Bo far from 
interfering with the progress of votmg, I 
nhould not be surprised if actually less 
time were required than by the old viva 
voce system. 
Again, the counting of votes proceeded 
apparently with perfect ease. The re­ 
sults of the election were published in 
the papers the followincr morning with 
the accustomed fullness; nor did tee of­ 
ficial count, so far as I know, require 
more time than was the case under the 
old method.” 
lft will be observed that Mr. Flexner 
in his letter alludes to a prominent “local 
newspaper” whioh had given the law cold 
support before the election. 
That was 
the leading newspaper of Kentucky, the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. 
Here is 
what the same paper said in an editorial 
on December 9tb, 1888, a few days after 
the election: 
The election .held last Tuesday was 
the first in wnicb the new law regulating 
municipal elections had a fair trial. Tbe 
results were each as to commend it lo all 
who see the necessity of protecting the 
ballot and to secure a fair expression of 
pnblio opinion.” 
“The law secures a secret ballot, pro­ 
tects tee voter from intimidation, de­ 
prives the purchaser of the ballot of any 
assurance that the goods paid for will be 
delivered, multiplies the number of vot­ 
ing precincts, gives to each voter, how­ 
ever humble be may be, every aooess to 
the voting places, and provides for the 
faithful count of this ballot nuder pro­ 
per supervisions. The law gives assur­ 
ance to the people that good government 
is possible where they desire good gov­ 
ernment. It does all that tbe law can 
do. * * * It is a long step in ad­ 
vance in municipal government. 
In 
some of its details it may be improved, 
but in all essential particulars it is ben­ 
eficed and effective and we have seen 
enough to fix it firmly in the confidence 
of the people.” 
It is often urged by those not familiar 
with the faots of experience that votmg 
under the new law must be slow and dif­ 
ficult. Bach, however, is not the cafe 
aa tbe following extract found on page 
16, rn Mr. John ll. Wigmore’s book on 
the law demonstrates: 
“Some fears are expressed that the 
new method <>f marking the vote would 
have difficulties for the less intelligent 
voters, but the results show theee to 
be 
groundless. 
At 
the 
Leeds 
election 
of 
1874, out 
of 
31,793 
totes, only 86 were void for uncer­ 
tainty or failure to mark. In the Kent 
election only 32 votes out of 23,000 were 
lost tor uncertainty, and at Liverpool, in 
1874, where 37,000 voted, the uncertainty 
ballots were 193 in number.

All the English figures above quoted 
were those of the first election under the 
new system at places named, and of lo­ 
calities where tbe illiterated vote reach­ 
ed its extreme, and in this light are even 
remarkable.”

to 200 per hour.”
